Part of their Religion to celebrate their Memories ; 
What fhould not we do, who are Chriftians, and 
have received the Light of the Gofpel, in Comme- 
moration of the Nativity of fhe SAVIO U R of the 
World? 

Tis the Cuftom of all Countries, which have 
received the true Faith, to diftingvith the Feftival 
of Chriffmafs, not only bya more ftri@ Attendance 
on the Service of the Church, but alfo by Vifirs a- 
mong Frieads, by Feafting, Acts of Charity, for- 
getting for a while the Cares of the World, and by 
amore extraordinary Mirth and gocd Humour.
